Self-expression  is  the  key  to  success.  At  CCJHS  we 
have  an  extensive  English  and  foreign  language  pro¬ 
gram  since  a  working  knowledge  of  language  is  neces¬ 
sary  in  almost  any  field  we  enter.  English,  speech,  and 
literature  are  required  for  three  years.  Senior  English, 
which  includes  literature,  reading  acceleration,  and 
composition,  is  optional.  This  year  a  business  English 
course  has  been  inaugurated  for  senior  commerce  ma¬ 
jors. 

Many  students  are  broadened  by  studying  a  foreign 
language.  Two  years  of  Latin  are  offered  as  well  as 
three  years  of  Spanish.  Tap  recorders  and  records  are 
a  part  of  the  new  lab  which  instructs  the  students  in 
conversational  Spanish.  The  Latin  department  exhibits 
an  extensive  display  of  life  in  the  Greek  and  Roman 
cultures. 

Drama  classes  provide  an  outlet  for  talented  stu-  • 
dents  and  an  extra  course  for  English  majors.

Courses  are  also  included  in  the  curriculum  for  those 
students  whose  interests  and  abilities  include  the  use 
of  their  hands,  as  well  as  their  heads.  Manual  dex¬ 
terity  is  developed  for  the  boys  through  the  shop  de¬ 
partment  and  for  girls  through  home  economics. 

In  addition  to  the  ability  to  drive  a  straight  nail,  the 
shop  students  learn  to  operate  various  power  saws 
and  woodworking  tools  as  they  construct  items  useful 
in  the  homes. 

Home  economics  girls  soon  learn  that  there  is  more 
skill  involved  in  housekeeping  than  boiling  water  and 
sewing  on  buttons.  Courses  emphasize  baking,  meal 
planning,  food  preparation  and  preservation,  as  well 
as  pattern  selection  and  dressmaking.

Special  talents  are  developed  throughout  the  school 
year  by  students  with  musical  and  artistic  ability.  The 
art  classes  work  on  many  different  projects  during  the 
year  including  ceramics,  jewelry,  wood  carving,  figure 
drawing,  and  water  painting.  The  school  band  and 
choir  offer  the  musically  talented  a  chance  to  display 
their  skill.  Both  groups  take  part  in  contests  in  which 
they  are  given  individual  and  group  ratings.

In  these  two 
occupational  areas,  CCJHS  stresses  the 
skills  that  must  be  developed  for  success. 
Two  years  of  mechanical  drawing  are 
offered  in  a  completely  equipped  draw¬ 
ing  room.  Journalism  students  report  for 
the  newspaper  and  learn  how  to  write 
with  originality  and  creativeness.

Losing  about  half  of  last  year's  lettermen  and 
working  under  a  new  coach,  Columbia  City's  Eagles 
put  up  some  good  fights  and  ended  the  season  with 
a  3-6  record. 

The  new  field  was  opened  as  the  Eagles  trounced 
the  Elmhurst  Trojans  26-0.  Columbia  City  racked  up  a 
higher  score  than  any  opponent  by  defeating  Kendall- 
ville  50-35,  the  third  time  since  competition  between 
the  two  schools  began.  After  routing  Bluffton's  Tigers 
33-7,  the  boys  tried  their  luck  at  mud-slinging  against 
Decatur  and  got  washed  up  just  in  time  for  the  tra¬ 
ditional  game  with  Warsaw,  played  under  twice-re¬ 
painted  goal  posts. 


The  total  scoring  gave  the  Eagles  a  233-170  loss, 
but  this  does  not  give  the  whole  story.  Our  boys 
gained  2259  yards,  completing  45%  of  their  passes 
for  661  yards  and  rushing  for  1598  yards.  This  com¬ 
pares  with  2488  total  yards  gained  by  our  opponents, 
539  by  passing  and  1949  by  rushing.  Opposing  teams 
made  104  first  downs  to  our  88  and  made  8  of  the  15 
interceptions  during  the  season. 

Halfback  Mike  Cook  was  selected  for  the  all-con¬ 
ference  team  with  Tom  Rehrer  on  the  third  squad  and 
Chuck  Luther,  Dave  Rouch  and  Steve  Zumbrum  gain¬ 
ing  honorable  mention.
